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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a), filed December 23, 2003, which is 
being treated as a petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment for the reason stated below. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

Petitioner asserts that the Notice to File Missing Parts (Notice), which was allegedly mailed on 
January 30, 2002, was never received. While the application file jacket contains an entry of the 
Notice, the actual Notice is not located in the application file. Therefore, it cannot be reasonably 
concluded that the Notice was, in fact, mailed to applicant.
